HOW LAIDLAW 
WAS KILLED 


(Courageous Work by Messrs. 
Lalley and Frick 


The explosion on board the Argen- 
tine battleship on Tuesday, which cost 
James G. Laidlaw his life, was one of 
the most horrible of the accidents of 
various kinds that have ever occurred 
fortunately 
his face was not burned, although 
blackened, his arms, legs and body 
were terribly burned. The force of 
the explosion was terrific, so much so, 
that although the paint room is located 
in the hull of the vessel the upper 


“}hatchways were blown open. 


When Fred Lalley and H. C. Frick 
reached the entrance of the room, a 
thick stifling white cloud of smoke 
greeted them, and it was impossible 
for them to enter. A powerful elec- 
tric light wes brought into play and 
its rays thrown into the room but so 
thick was the smoke that the rays did 
not penetrate the smoke, and it was 
nearly an hour after the explosion be- 
fore they were able to force their way 
into the room, and it required ten 
minutes groping around in the smoke 
filled room to locate the body. En- 
trance then was only made possible 
by pumping air into the room to clear 
it of the smoke. 

In the room was a quantity of brass 
polishing mixture, turpentine, paints| 
and gasoline as well as a quantity of 
gasoline and a lot of cotton waste. It 
is supposed that the explosion was 
caused by the light carried by the un- 
fortunate man igniting the fumes 
from the gasoline soaked rags. 
naked light is never carried into these 
rojans as they are provided with 
electric lights, and it was a naked light 
ed candie carried by the victim which 
caused the explosion 

According to the officers, it was pie 
thick heavy smoke from the burning | 
waste that caused the thick penetrat- 
ing white smoke, and the only dam-/| 
age the fire did was to burn a lot of 
this waste. The cans of paint and 
brass polish were found uninjured, 
other that the blackening of the out-!

When at last Messrs. Lalley and | 
Frick were able to enter the room and | { 
fe at out the bedy, it was some time} 
before it could be determined who it | 
was. There were a large number of |

Statement Today 


House Leader Underwood Declares 
Rates Are Lowest In Seventy-Five 

, Years—Expected to Yield Surplus of 
$18,000,000 Over Estimated Gov- 
ernment Expenditures In 1915 


George H. Brown of Elm street to- 
day authorized the following state- 
ment relatives to the broken engage- 
ment of his daughter Madeline and 
Paul Zerrahn of Milton. 

“Mrs. Brown and I have heretofore 
refrained from making any statement 
for publication concerning the cancel- 
ment of plans for the marriage of our 
daughter Madeline to Paul Zerrahn, 
since we considered it a personal 
matter in which the public had no in- 
terest. It is therefore perhaps need- 
less for me to add that this discussion 
of my family affairs in the press is 
exceedingly distasteful to me and I 
cannot help expressing surprise that 
any editor of a respectable newspaper 
would permit the unauthorized publi- 
cation of my daughter’s picture. How- 
ever, since so many misleading state- 
ments have been printed, I feel com- 
pelled in justice to my family to make 
public these facts: 

“Very recent disclosures concern- 
ing Paul Zerrahn’s business affairs at 
Lowell were of such a serious nature 
that Mrs. Brown and I decided that 
the marriage could not take place and 
that the engagement should be ter- 
minated. 

“Our views were fully concurred 
in by our daughter, as well as by the 
young man’s parents. 

“The alleged illness of the young 
man, which has been given wide pub- 
licity, has had nothing to do with our 
action in this matter. 

“In view of the assurance this 
morning by Mr. Zerrahn, Sr., that his 
son had left this vicinity to rehabili- 
tate himself and’ will not return, I 
have agreed not to make any further 
public statement of the affair, and I 
trust the newspapers will not re- 
spect our wishes and permit the mat- 
ter to be closed with the publication 
of this statement.” 


Washington, Oct. 1.—The Demo- 
cratic tariff bAl left the house last 
night on what the party leaders hoped 
would be its last journey to the senate. 


After many hours of debate the house 
adopted the main conference agree- 
ment on the bill, 251 to 103, almost a 
strict party vote, and by this action 
gave its indorsement to everything in 
the measure—except the cotton futures 
tax. 
At the end of a short, but bitter, 
fight that followed the adoption of the 
report, Kepresentative Underwood 
succeeded in carrying through the 
Smith-Lever cotton futures tax 
amendment by a vote of 171 to 161, 
Democrats and Republicans alike vot- 
ing on this without regard to party. 

The cotton futures tax question now 
rests entirely with the senate. The 
house concurred in the Clarke amend- 
ment put into the tariff bill by the 
senate, but added the Smith-Lever- 
Underfood plan as another amend- 
ment. 

Unless the senate will accept this 
change, which has the indorsement of 
the president, the whole cotton fu- 
tures plan will have to be considered 
in the joint conference committee and 
again reported to both houses. 

“The rates of the tariff bill, as it 
comes back to the house for approval, 
proposes a lower taxation than any 
tariff bill in the last three-quarters of 
a century,” said Representative Un- 
derwood, Democratic leader of the 
house, in the opening speech in sup- 
port of the conference report on the 
tariff bill. 

“The bill, as it is now before the 
house, is lower in its rates than either 
the bill that passed the house or the 
bill that passed the senate, for the 
house conferees accepted all hut three 
or four of the reductions made by the 
senate, while the senate receded from 
one-half of its increases. 

“This tariff bill, with its 26 percent 
average, is almnost as low as the fa- 
mous Walker tariff, which had low 
duties on liquors and tobacco. Be- 
sides its great reducticns on articles 
of general use this bill places many of 
the necessities cf life on the free list, 
or gives them very low rates of tar- 
1: ais 

Underwood's statement was greeted 
with applause from the crowded Dem- 
ocratic side of the house. In contras* 
with with the average tariff of 26 per 
cent ad val ‘em in the Underwood- 
Simmons bill, he said the existine 
Payne law has an average of over 4 
percent and the Wilson bill passed b 
the last Democratic administration had 
an average of over 39 percent. 

The revenue under the new law, Un- 
lferwood said, would yield a surplus of 
518,000,000 over estimated govern- 
expenditures in 1915. He gave the 
nouse the treasury expert's figures, 
showing that the total government 
revenue in 1915 would be $1,026,000, - 
000; expenditures, $1,008,000,000; 
surplus, $18,000,000. 

“After three years of battle, today 
the Democratic party is prepared to 
keep its pledges to the American peo- 
ple,” continued Underwood. “No 
matter what criticisms our adversaries 
may have of this bill, no matter 
whether they believe it wise or work- 
able, no man can deny that the rep- 
resentatives of the American people 
constituting the Democratic party in 
congress have kept every pledge made 
four years ago and two years ago in 
reference to the reduction of tariff 
taxation.”

RS; EMMELINE PANK- 
‘HURST, leader of the -mill- 
tant suffragettes of England, 
who ts coming on a lecture 
tour of the United States, will be held 
at Ellis island’‘on her arrival in New 
York and compelled to appear before a 
special board of inquiry. By the time 
Mrs. Pankhurst gets to this side of the 
Atlantic the immigration officials will 
have from the English government her 
full police court record. It will be ob- 
tained through the state department at 
the request of the department of labor. 
The department has taken the mat- 
ter up and intends to see that Mrs. 
Pankhurst goes through an examina- 
tion at Ellis island. She will be asked 
to explain some of her acts abroad in 
connection with the militant campaign. 
Some officials of the immigration serv- 
ice believe Mrs. Pankhurst could be 
deported as an anarchist, and she will 
be questioned regarding her belief con- 
cerning orderly government, 
The department has been importuned 
by leading suffragists to indicate what 


it was going to do about Mrs. Pank- 
hurst, but thus far it has declined to 


commit itself formally beyond the 
statement that Mrs. Pankhurst would 
be treated as any other alien. The de- 
partment has clippings calling atten- 
tion to Mrs. Pankhurst’s militancy, 
and it considers these sufficient to ex- 
amine Mrs. Pankhurst when she ar 
rives. 

If the board decides against her she 
can appeal to the department here. 
The‘immigration act prevents 
who have been convicted of or admit 
having committed a felony or other 
crime or misdemeanor involving moral

turpitude” from entering this country, 

Suffragists have intimated that if 
Mrs. Pankhurst is held up they will 
make an issue of it and carry the mat- 
ter to the president of the United 
States. They have been informed that 
Mrs. Pankhurst is going to be treated 
like any other alien against whom there 
is suspicion and doubt and, while the 
department has no charge to make 
against her, she is going to get a fair 
deal. Nevertheless she will have to un- 


| dergo something more than a routine 


examination. 

It is the consensus of opinion among 
government officials that she can be 
barred from the country on the 
grounds of moral turpitude. 

“To instigate the burning of houses 
and the destruction off property,” said 
one of these authorities, “is certainly 
an indication of moral turpitude ac- 
cording to our standards. It may be re- 
garded by some as a political crime. 
but it is a felony nevertheless.” 

The duration of Mrs. Pankhurst's In- 
tended stay here, they say, will not 
more than will 
her promise to refrain from preaching 
militancy. 

“Suppose,” they say, “a notorious 
eriminal were to come here from 
abroad intending to lecture so as to get 
money to further his criminal plans In 
his own country. Would he not be de- 
ported, even if he agreed to omit the 
subject of his crimes from his lec- 
tures?” 

Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst is now un- 
ler a three years’ sentence at hard la- 
bor for inciting the malicious destruc- 
tion of property, for which she might 
have received a sentence of fourteen 
years.. Under the criminal laws of the 
majority of the states of this country 
such a crime is regarded as a felony, 
and_by.this construction of the law the 
| immigration authorities would be justi- 
fied in exciuding her. 

Mrs. Pankhurst was sentenced on 
April 3 last, and on June 14 she was re- 
eased on license after a hunger strike. 
the was taken back to prison and 
‘gain released after another period of 
voluntary starvation. Then she went 
io France, where the details of her 
ecture tour in this country have been 
arranged. As soon as she returns to 
England she wil! be sent back to jail.

| How to Comfortably Arrange One’s 


Belongings In a Small Space. 

Packing a suit case is a problem to 
the woman who wishes to arrive at 
her destination with her clothes fresh 
and dainty.

Davis was arrested upon the com- 
plaint of Robert J. Foster, a private 
detective. Foster charged that a con- | 
spiracy of Ryan, the McNamara 
brothers and fifty other iron workers 
to transport dynamite to be used in 
wrecking property of the American 
Bridge company was still in existence. 

The formal charge against Davis, 
who is an iron worker, is that he vio- 
lated the federal law against the traus- 
portation of high explosives on pas- 
senger trains engaged in interstate; 
comnierce. Foster said that Davis | 
gave him a written confessicn before | 
his arrest. | 

Davis was arraigned before a Unit- | 
ed States commissioner, waived ex- | 
amination and consented to go to In- 
dianapolis, where he is under indict- | 
ment for transporting explosives. aa 
his confession, it is alleged, Davis 
has implicated union officials in sev- 
eral explosions. Bail for Davis was 
placed at 310,000. 

Davis was first apprehended in 
Pittsburg by Foster, who has been | 
working for several years on the dyna- 
mite case. The detective and the 
prisoner talked the matter over in

HE doom of the red race is fore- 
seen and foretold by the Indian 
census issued by the govern- 
ment. 

The Indian race is disappearing not 
by death, but by amalgamation with 
the whites. Summing up the Indian 
situation, the government experts say 
“the full bloods are destined to form a 
decreasing proportion of the Indian 
population and ultimately to disappear 
altogether.” As the Indians intermarry 
more and more with the whites, the 
proportion of Indian blood will grow

But, while the race as a race is dis- 
appearing, the number of “breeds” 
classed as “Indians” is increasing. | 
rom 1900 to 1910 there was an Iin- 
crease of about 20,000 in the number of | 
Indians in the United States, bringing | 
the total up to 265,000. In Alaska } 
there are 25,000 Indians. Fifty-six per 
cent of all the Indians in the United | 
States are full bloods. But the mixed 
breeds are increasing in number, 
while the full bloods are decreasing. 
When intermarried with whites more } 
children result, and a larger proportion 
of these children live to manhood. 

Oklahoma Indians are very badly 
“mixed,” only 36.6 ‘per cent of their 
number being pure blooded. The gen- 
eral proportion in the United States is 
56 per cent. Because of the wealth of 
Oklahoma Indians many white men 
married into the tribes in order that | 
they might participate in the tribal | 
wealth, 

The result is that two-thirds of Okla- 
homa Indians are of mixed blood. On |

| There are 2380 distinct Indian tribes 
jin the United States, and there are 
_ fifty-three linguistic stocks among 
them. Forty-two of these 280 tribes 
} are represented by but a single mem- 
‘ber, and another generation will see 
| that number of tribes disappear alto- 
gether. The largest tribe is the Chero- 
kee, in Oklahoma, which has 31,489 
members. Next come the Navajos, 
Chippewas. Choctaws and the Teton 
Sioux in the order named. In Alaska 
| there are sixty-six tribes. 

The Indians are just as widely scat- 
tered today as they were when Colum. 
bus discovered America, perhaps more 
so, because today there are Indians in 
every state in the Union, according to 
the report. Few people are probably 
aware that only eight states in the 
Union contain more Indians than does 
| North Carolina, 

There are 7,951 Indians in North Car- 
olina, but when the youth of the east 
starts out to hunt Indians he naturally 
turns westward instead of invading the 
country nenrer home. New York state

An especially is the full 
blooded Indian susceptible to ‘elv- 
ilized’”’ diseases since he has trken on 
so many habits and fads of civilization. 
According to the ceusus, more than 
51 per cent of all the Indians alive to- 
day are less than twenty years of age.

NATIGLES IN GENERAL USE 


Large Number Free-Listed, Causing 
Loss of $57,000,000 In Customs 
Revenue—Will Be Made Up by Tax 
On Incomes—Summary of New Law 
and Some of Its Chief Features 


Washington, Oct. 4.—Surrounded 
by the leaders of a united Democracy, 
President Wilson signed the Under- 
wood-Simmons tariff bill at 9:09 
o'clock last night at the White House. 


Simultaneously telegrams were sent 
to customs collectors throughout the 
country by the treasury department 
putting into actual operation the first 
Democratic tariff revision since 1894. 

A happy group of legislators, mem- 
bers of the cabinet and friends en- 
circled the president as he affixed his 
signature with two gold pens. He 
presented to Representative Under- 
wood the pen that had written the 
worde”"Woodrow” and the one which 
completed his name to Senator Sim- 
mons. 

In impressive s#lence, the president 
rose and delivered an extemporaneous 
speech that brought prolonged ap- 
plause, 

The president declared that the 
journey of Tegislative accomplishment 
had only been partly completed; that 
@ great service had been done for the 
Tank and file of the country but that 
the second step in the emancipation 
business was eurrency reform. He 
earnestly called upon his colleagues 
to “go the rest of the journey” wita 
fresh impulse. 

President Wilson’s signing of the 
new tariff bill brings into effect one 
of the most far-reaching revisions of 
tagiff rates and revenue laws enacted 
for many years. A new income tax, 
applying directly to the incomes of 
citizens; the abolition of all tariff on 
scores of items of {mmense importance 
to American industry and American 
consumers and a heavy reduction of 
tariff rates on most of the articles in 
general use inthis country are its 
chief. features. 

While certain portions of the few 
law do not take éffect at once, most 
of its provisions and almost all the 
direct tariff reductions do. 

The federal government has been 
spending nearly $1,000,000,000 a year 
and the new tariff law will raise less 
than one-third of that sum. Recent 
estimates by tariff experts in congress 
predict that the rates will raise $249,- 
000,000 a year; and that the income 
tax will raise $122,000,000. The re- 
mainder of the government’s great 
revenue igs made up principally of in- 
ternal revenue taxes and postal re- 
ceipts. 

The income tax probably will bring 
the new tariff law most forcibly to the 
attention of citizens. President Wil- 
son and Democratic leaders in con- 
gress believe, however, that the re- 
duction of duties on clothing, food- 
stuffs and other necessaries of life, 
and the complete removal of the duty 
from many like articles will eventually 
bring a reduction in the “cost of liv- 
ing” without materially affecting busi- 
ness prosperity. 

A brief summary of the new tariff 
law as prepared for the senate fol- 
lows: 

Average percentage of tariff rates 
as compared to the value of all im- 
ported merchandise—old law, 37 per- 
cent; new law, 27 percent. 

Value of annual imports added to 
the free list $147,099, 000. 

Estimated revenue from all import 
rates—old law, $305,000,000; new 
law, $249,000, 000. 

estimated revenue from corpora- 
tions and income taxes—old law, $37,- 
CO0,000; new law, $122,000,000. 

Altogether consumers in the United 
States probably will receive from 
abroad free of all tariff more than $1,- 
000,000,000 worth of merchandise dur- 
ing the next year. During 1912 the 
amount of “free imports” was more 
than $850,000,000, and when the tariff 
is entirely removed from wool, sugar, 
iron ore and chezp iron and other im- 
portant items the total is expected to 
increace rotably. 

Tie tree woo! provision of the new 
low tokes effect Dec. 1, 1913; the free 
sugar provision May 1, 1916. 

The new tarlif law, passed four 
years after President Tait signed the 
existing Aldrich-Payne law, is the 
result of more than nine months ot 
work in congress. In the opinion of 
fts makers, the Democratic leaders ot 
congress, the most important features 
of the new tariff are: 

A reduction of nearly one-half in 
the average tariff on foodstuffs and 
farm products. 

The placing of raw wool on the free 
list, and a reduction of nearly two- 
thirds in the tariff on woolen clothing, 
especially of the cheaper grades. 

A reduction of one-third (average) 
on cotton clothing. 

Reduction of the sugar tariff and 
its ultimate abolishment in 1916. 

A reduction of one-third (average) 
in the tariff on earthenware and glass- 
ware. 

Abolishment of all tariff on meats, 
fish, dairy products, flour, potatoes, 
coal, iron ors, lumber and many 
classes of farm an< office machines. 

General tariff reduction on all im- 
portant articles in general use,

Every year the number of sportsmen 
increases, and the game and hunting 
area decreases.

IS MURDERER 
OF FOURTEEN 


‘Shocking Confession of Man 
Under Arrest at Chicago 


Killed Nine Others Besides Dancing 
Teacher In One Year—All but Two 
of His Crimes Had Robbery as 
Motive—Tells Story to Chief De- 
tective and Squad of Reporters 


Chicago, Oct. 6.—Mrs. Mildred A. 
Rexroat, dancing teacher, who was 
}shot to death at Wheaton, Ills., 
Weeks ago, was a victim of a modern 
Bluebeard, who, aeécording to his own 
\Sonfession, has killed thirteen others 
ii as Many years. 

Henry Spencer, arrested in a room 
near the South Side levee district last 
;night, confessed that he not only 
‘killed Mrs. Rexroat, but that he had 
slain fourteen persons. 

He was positively identified as the 
mysterious Mr. Spencer with whom 
‘Mrs. Rexroat left Chicago on the 
aight she was killed. Mrs. Rexroat’s 
dloodstained rattan suit case was 
found in his room, as was the revolv- 
er with which he said he had killed 
her. 

The police, while in doubt as to the 
full truth of Spencer’s story, are con- 
ndent they have found a wholesale 
murderer and that he will prove to 
have killed some of those whose deaths 
he described in a long confession. 

The police explained that Spencer 
was being permitted to tell his story 
without interruptions or suggestions. 
He admitted that robbery was his only 
purpose in killing Mrs. Rexroat. 

He told the police he had killed ten 
persons since his last release from the 
illinois state penitentiary in Septem- 
ber, 1912, and four, a man and a 
woman and Policemen Pennell and 
Devine, before that. 
| Except for the slaying of the police- 
men, who, Spencer said, were shot by 
himself and a companion named Mur- 
phy, in escaping arrest for burglary, 
the killings were all for purposes of 
jrobbery. Following is the list of kill- 
ings Specer related to Chief of De- 
tectives Halpin: 

One man and a woman, about four- 
teen years ago. 

Policemen Pennell 
twelve years ago. 

Two girls at Paw Paw lake, Mich., 
last August. 

One girl at Lake Delavan, 
last summer. 

One woman at Belle Island, Mich. 
last summer.

One old man shot in a South Side 
park two months ago.

Luman C. Mann, the son of a 
wealthy family here, was tried six 
years ago for the murder of: the 
Thompson woman and was acquitted 
after a long and sensational trial.

Spencer gave a clear ac- 
tount of the way he claimed he tied

Spencer's Story ol of Wholesale 
Murder Dowbted by Police 


HAS ‘POSSIBLY KLLED FOUR

Says He Hates Women Because They 

“Played Him For Money—Played 
Them For Diamonds’ In’ Return— 
Confesses Because He Expects to 
Be Executed S0On f 


Chicago, Oct. 7.—With, the major 
portion of his astounding “confession” 
discredited as the dreams of an opium 
tiend, but with Chicago detectives con- 
vinced that he murdered Mrs. Mildred 
A. Kexroat and possibly had three or 
four others on his “death list,’’ Henry 
Spencer, paroled convict, entertained 
detectives with fresh details of other 
gory crimes, 

Telegraphic information received by 
the police caused an almost total col- 
lapse of Spencer’s story, insofar as it 
concerned alleged victims in | other 
cities. Autherities in most instances 
were unable to find any records of the 
murders Spencer ‘declares he conrmit- 
ted. 

Captain Halpin of the detectivd de- 
partment learned that while Spencer 
Was a prisoner at Joliet as ‘Henry 
Stanzer,’”’ under sentence for burglary, 
he spent several months in the de- 
partment for the criminal insane. 
Upon his release he came to Chicago. 

“lL am certain that Spencer killed 
Mrs. Rexroat,” said Halpin, “and he 
has shown such an intimate knowledge 
of a number of Chicago murders that 
[ have sent detectives out to attempt 
to corroborate his confession. But the 
more i question the man the more I 
doubt the murder statement.” 

His first wife, Spencér told the po- 
lice, was his first victim. She was 


| Helen Gonld’s maid, he said, and he 


murdered her for her diamonds, worth 
$800. The crime went undetected and 
started him on a series of murders, he 
declared, confident that he could al- 
ways escape arrest. 

Spencer told of a widow he married 
next. “We were coming to Chicago

In 
many respects the material welfare of 
the convicts is well looked after. 
While it is not advisable for me to 
attempt to formulate any detailed 
criticism of the prison system at this 
time, because I am tired and be- 
wildered as a result of my experi- 
ences, there are one or two things 
that it will be well to mention while 
they are fresh in mind. 

“First, the prison system is a form 
of slavery. The great truths enunci- 
ated by Lincoln and others against 
slavery are equally applicable to pris- 
or slavery. It takes from the con- 
vict his own initiative and freedom of 
action and he becomes an irresponsi- 
ble automaton, unable to guide his) 
own destiny when he returns to the 
outside world. 

“As one instance of the unintelli- 
gence of the system, there-is the at- 
tempt to drive prisoners from the} 
normal uses of their senses of sight} 
and speech. After seven days of; 
marching and countermarching, I am| 
utterly unable to tell you about the ap-| 
pearance of the men of my company 
and can only describe the haircuts of 
about twenty men who marched and 
sat in front of me. 

“Another unintelligent aspect is the 
way the system inevitably tends to- 
ward making punishment for small of- 
fenses the same as for great offenses. 
There is no difference, for instance, | 
between the offense of a man who | 
speaks in the shop and a man who} 
tries to kill his keeper with a crow- 
bar. Both’are treated to the dungeon. 
{ obtained from my night in the pun- 
ishment cell a glimpse into the lowest} 
circles of inferno, and it will be best| 
for me not to-try to analyze my im- 
pression about it at this time. 

“There is a frightfal waste of hu- 
man life and ingenuity; there is such 
awful waste in the utilization of the} 
principle of reformation. Realizing 
the considerable number of defener- 
ates and other undesirable citizens fir 
cluded in the ranks of the prisoners, 
1 was amazed ‘at the amount of splen- 
did courage, fine feeling and neigh- 
borly -interest displayed by the in- 
mates towards each other.

Think of it! He has been, perhaps,

WHEN DIAZ RETURNS. 

Shortly before Porfirio Diaz was 
forced’ to’ give: up the presidency of 
Mexico he made: this’ portentous re- 
mark to a representative of the Cos- 
mopolitan Magazine: — 

“Anything that benefits the Ameri- 
cans in this country benefits Mexico, 
and’ anything that injures the Ameri- 
cans injures Mexico.” Since he left, 
this proposition has been reversed. 

Wher Diaz left’ Mexico some really 
great advances has been made. True, 
the old: general, knowihg the peppery 
Mexican temperament, was too slow in 
giving them any real democratic gov- 
ernment... But he truely. boasted that; 
a new Mexico was slowly being erect- 
ed on the double foundation of the 
farm and the school. 

In some provinces illiteracy 
been greatly reduced. Parents were 
60 anxious’ for education for their 
children, that they would often give 
them ‘up to'employers of labor, on con- 
dition that they should be allowed to 
attend school. The best schools were 
progressive, with free text books, med- 
ical examinations, and industrial 
training: 

If Gen. Diaz obeys the command of 
his country to return he will find that 
three years have made great’ changes. 
American property worth $110,000,000 
has been destroyed. The Mexicans 
have had their dance, now they must 
pay the piper. 

President Huerta is reported as 
recognizing that these claims must be 
dealt with. If the Mexicans wish

Giants Win by Batting Out 


Three Runs In Tenth 
MATHEW SOW’ GREAT PITCHING 


Comes Through Extra Session Un- 
Scathed In Game‘in Which He Never 
Showed to Better Advantage—Mey- 
ers and Merkle Added to List of the 
Giants’ Cripples 


Philadelphia, Oct. 9.—In the second 
game for the world’s baseball cham- 
pionship the Philadelphia Athletics 


lost to the New York Giants by a 
score of 3to 0. It was a pitchers’ bat- 
tle from start to finish. 

The first five innings saw a pitchers’ 
battle between the veterans, Plank 
and Mathewson, honors being even, 
and neither team being able to score. 
Mach managed by high-class  box- 
work to extricate himself from several 
difficuit positions. 

Remarkable fielding also featured 
the contest, one of the stellar plays 
being a catch by Burns of a short fly 
by Strunk.

Beauty and. Borax. 

To remove tue shiny look common to 
some complexions adda pinch of bo- 
rax to the water in which the face 
is bathed. A weak solution of borax 
jis highly recommended as a wash for 
sore eyes, redness of the edges of the 
lids and for tired and smarting eyes. 
The same solution is also an excellent 
mouth wash. It is a healing lotion for 
slight cuts and scratches. 

To soften and whiten the hands 
bathe them in moderately warm water 

'to which a good sized pinch of borax 

has been added. 
| To remove the odor of perspiration 
use borax with a powder puff under 
the arms after bathing. A solution of 
borax and bicarbonate of soda, used 
as a wash for face, neck, arms and 
| hands when going out and returning 
to the house and especially when visit- 
ing the sick, is considered very effi- 
cacious in warding off contagious dis- 
Hekege: 

If the water for bathing is hard the 
addition of a little borax will soften it. 
and a pinch of borax added to the wa- 

| ter in which infants are bathed tends 
{to strengthen the skin and prevent 
'chafing. ‘The strength of the solution 
Imay vary somewhat according to the 
|purpose for which it is to be used. 
| A teaspoonful to a pint of water is not 
| too strong for she most uses, but for 
infants and very young children it 
may be made wenker.

HIS CHARACTER IS ASSAILED 


Declares Executive Stands Stripped of 
Disguises Before Court and Public 
—Guilty of Misconduct So Gross as | 
to Necessitate His Removal From 


Governor’s Chair 


Albany, Oct. 11.—Never since the 
impeachment trial of Governor Sul- 
zer opened has he been subjected to 
such a severe verbal flaying as Alton 
8. Parker administered in his argu- 
ment for the board of managers.

“No act of his shows more perfectly 
the complete baseness of his charac- 
ter, unfitting him utterly for any pud- 
He ‘or private trust, than does his ef- 
fort to coerce the members of this 
court through channels which his 
warped intellect mistakingly trusted 
held the power of coercion. 

“Regardless of the origin of these 
charges, regardless of any personal 
infliction of discomfort, this court 
must, we feel certain, find on all the 
evidence that this defendant has been 
guilty of misconduct so gross as to 
necessitate his removal for the honor, 
peace, prosperity and good govern- 
ment of this community. 

“And to this court we shall commit 
the decision of the case against Wil- 
liam Sulzer, securely confident that 
the honor, safety and welfare of this, 
the Empire State, are assured of the 
protection contemplated by the con- 
stitution in the creation of this high 
court.” 

Parker’s contentions were upheld in 
equally strong language by his asso- 
ciate, former Senator Brackett, who 
denounced Sulzer in the most biting 
terms. 

Parker and Brackett were both 
sharply answered by Sulzer’s chief at- 
torney, Mr. Herrick, who, claim- 
ing the court was unfriendly, demand- 
ed that its members respect their 
oaths and decide the case on its 
merits. Herrick plainly told the 
members of the court of appeals their 
decision would go on trial before the 
people of the state. If it was not 
justified, he intimated, the day of the 
recall of judges and judicial decisions 
would be hastened. 

The high court of impeachment ad- 
journed until next Monday afternoon. 
Upon reconvening the court will de- 
cide upon its plan of balloting, wheth- 
er it shall be done in open or execu- 
tive session, and then take up the con- 
stitutiona!l objections to the impeach- 
ment charges that have been raised by 
counsel for the governor. If the 
judges hold adversely in whole or in 
part to the contentions of Sulzer’s 
counsel, a vote on his guilt or inno- 
cence will follow. 

The next question to be decided will 
be whether he should be removed 
from Office. Should this be decided 
affirmatively the judges then will vote 
on whether additional punishment, 
disqualification from ever holding 
public office in this state again, shall 
be meted out to him.

Quircy Exchange 


The telephone business in Quincy 
is growing very fast, and the extent 
of the industry is surprising. At the 
present time there are about 2940 
subscribers connected with the local 
exchange. One year ago there were 
2523 subscribers, showing an increase 
of 417 in twelve months. These to- 
tals do not include several subscri- 
bers in the Atlantic ward who are in 
the Dorchester exchange, possibly 300 
more, making a total of over $200. 

About 14,100 telephone calls are 
made on an average every day by 
Quiney subscribers. There are 4% 
young women in the operating force 
and 16 operators can work at the 
switchboard at one time. Quiney is 
the headquarters of a district and a 
number of men are employed here. 
miles of telephone wire in the city. 

The number of direct lines between 
Quincey and surrounding cities and 
towns follow: Boston, 98 lines; Brain- 
tree, 15; Brookline, 4; Cohasset, 4; 
Dorchester, 26; East Boston, 2; Hing- 
ham, 10; Hull, 10; Hyde Park, 1; Ja- 
maica, 4; Milton, 18; Randolph, 4;

Charles H, Hayden, Jr, Passed 
Away Last Nicht

Charles H. Hayden, Jr., for many 
years connected with the fire depart- 
ment, died Monday night at his home 
396 Sea street after an illness of sey- 
eral months duration. It was early in 
the spring that Mr, Hayden first began 
to complain, but he was able to be 
about until a few weeks ago, when he 
Was obliged to take to his bed. Since 
that time he has been failing rapidly. 
During the past ten days his life has 
been at a low ebb and his death was 
daily expected. It was not until late 
Monday night however that he passed 
away. i 

Mr. Hayden was born in Quiney and 
has always made this city his home. 
When a young man he learned the 
granite trade which occupation he has 
always followed. 

During the days of the old town 
form of government and hand engines 
he joined the fire department, and has 
been an active call member of the de- 
partment up to last year, when the or- 
der reducing the number of call mem- 
bers of the department was passed. 
He was one of the eighteen men 
droped at that time as he then resid- 
ed too far from any fire station. Dur- 
ing the first years of his connection 
With the call force he was attached to 
one of the pieces of apparatus at the 
Central station, but later transferred 
to one of the Wollaston companies to 
which he was attached at the time he 
was relieved from duty. 

He however hafi always been deeply 
interested in fire department poatiare,| 
which interest did not lag after his 
connection with the department was 
severed. He was or» of the early 
members of the Qu rs firemen’s*Re- 
lief association which membership he 
retained up to his death. 

Some years ago he moved from Han- 
eock court to Sea street, where he 
built himself a residence, the front 
part of which was given over to a 
general store. This store filled a long 
felt want, and he built up a substantial 
business. He leaves a widow and two 
sons, one of whom is married and re- 
sides in the west.

MINE EXPLOSION 
KILLS 400 MEN 


Fire Adds Its Terrors to Dead- 
: ly Afterdamp 


PIT STRIGKEN 13 YEARS AGO 


Hoisting Machinery at Top of Shafts 


Blown to. Atoms—Five Hundred 
Were Taken Out Alive, Most of 
Them Injured and Some of Them 
Fatally Burned 


Cardiff, Wales, Oct. 15.—More 
than 400 miners have been killed, it is 
feared, by ag explosion and after- 
damp in the Universal colliery at Sing- 
henydd, ten miles from here. Of 931 
men who were in the pits fifty have 
been taken out alive by rescue parties 
most of them injured, however, and 
some of them fatally burned. Ten 
bodies have been recovered. The shaft 
gearing was blown away, cutting off

them in the gravest position. 

The day shift descended the shaft 
the cages at 5 o’clock. An hour af- 
terward a deafening report brought 
the inhabitants in the vicinity of the 
mine running to the pit head, where 
they found the ventilating and hoisting 
machinery at the top of the shafts 
Pad been blown to atoms, and a man 
who had been working twenty yards 
away decapitated by the lorce of the 
blast. 

Rescue parties of miners belonging 
to the night shift were soon on the 
scene making preparations to enter 
the mine in an endeavor to save their 
comrades. The fiery reputation of the 
mine, however, gave little hope that 
any of those below ‘could be rescued 
alive. 

An entrance was found, however, 
by way of an adjacent shaft, and on 
descending in this manner some scores 
of men huddled together in portions 
of the mine where the ventilation was 
still good. were rescned. 

‘rhe rescuers continued their search 
in remote galleries for others who 
might still be alive, and picked up 
and brought to the surface altogether 
600.

As a matter of facet the squawkers, 


She Challenges Several Talesmen and 
None Get In Box Without Her Nod 
of Approval—Seems Sure of Gaining 
Her Freedom Instead of Going to 
the Death Chair 


Plymouth, Mass,, Oct. 15.—With 
smiling composure, Mrs. Jennie M. 
Eaton watched the selection of the 
twelve. men who will decide whether 
she caused the death of her husband, 
the late Rear Admiral. Joseph G. 
Eaton, by administering poison, or 
whether she is innocent of the charge 
of murder. 

At 4.35 yesterday afternoon the jury 
was complete, and Chief Justice Aiken, 
presiding at the trial, appointed James 
A. Thomas of Middleboro foreman. 
Of the 150 talesmen summoned, 127 
were examined before the selection 
was made. 

Several times Mrs. Eaton decided of 
her own accord to challenge a juror. 
She took a keen interest in the selec- 
tion of the jurymen. As the court 
questioned them, she sat erect, quietly 
appraising them. At times she made 
known to her chief counsel, William 
A. Morse, her opinion that a certain 
talesman would not be satisfactory. 
The defense then exercised its right 
of peremptory challenge. 

District Attorney Albert Barker of 
Brockton, who is directing the prose- 
cution, summarily challenged seven- 
teen jurors. Thus far he has suc- 
ceeded in keeping the government’s 
case almost absolutely a secret. 

There was no sign that the prisoner 
was under restraint. She sat just out- 
side the bar enclosure, within a rail- 
ing, behind which sat Deputy Sheriff 
Collingwood. Beside her was an empty 
chair. 

Confidence shone in her face. Her 
ruddy color, bright eyes and composed 
manner indicate that she has not the 
least apprehension as to the result of 
the trial. 

The court procedure was simple. 
The names of the jurors were drawn 
from a ballot box by Clerk Hobart, 
who then read the names aloud. Each 
man advanced as his name was called 
and was sworn. The same questions 
were asked of each juror. 

“Are you related to Jennie May 
Eaton or to Joseph G. Eaton, the de- 
ceased?” the court asked. “Have you

Gol, Kincaide Speaks on South Reception to Teachers and 


American Trip 


At the opening meeting of the sea- 
son, Tuesday evening, the Wollaston 
Unitarian club listened to an address 
by Col. Henry L. Kincaide of Quincy 
on “The trip of the Boston Chamber 
of Commerce to South America. The 
usual dinner was served and President 
Louis F. R. Langelier presided. 

Colonel Kincaide’s talk was very in- 
structive and showed the many trade 
possibilities that may be opened up in 
the future in the Latin American 
countries. Among some of the needs 
to encourage American business en- 
terprise in those countries Colonel 
Kineaide declared to be a ship sub- 
sidy, the establishment of our own 
banks to discount as far as possible 
foreign competition, permanent lega- 
tion buildings instead of small rented 
quarters, and a direct cable to bring 


the United States more before the 
South Americans than at present. 
The Chamber trip started at the 


Panama Canal and continued through 
Chile, Bolivia, Argentine Republic, 
Uraguay, Brazil and some of the Wast 
Indies. Local conditions affecting the 
sale of American merchandise in those 


| countries was taken up in detail. One 


of the principal difficulties to be en- 
countered is the anti-American senti- 
ment that has been engendered by 
foreign merchants to destroy the mar- 
ket for American goods and increase 
the demand for their own. This, the 
speaker declared to be the greatest 
obstacle to American business there. 

The high bank rates prevalent, the 
high freight charges making coal cost 
$50 a ton, the long hours of labor in 
the mills by children, the carelessness 
of American freight packers, the sight 
of a Singer Sewing machine agency 
in every city of any size, were some of 
the matters touched upon by Colonel 
Kincaide. 

He stated that large numbers of 
South Americans believed the United 
States to ‘be imbued with imperialistic 
notives and that some day she would 
attempt to gobble up these South 
American republics. 

The trip of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce, declared the Colonel, did 
much to wipe out this feeling and lay 
the road to pleasant relations. The 
result of the trip, he declared, will be 
far reaching. It was filled with in- 
cidents of instructive interest and 
broadening influences.

Under this act every city znd town in 
the Commonwealth, having a popula- 
tion of more than 10,000 is authorized 
and directed to create a board to be 
known as the planning board, whose 
duty it shall be to make careful studies 
of the resources, possibilities and needs 
of the city or town, particularly with 
respect to conditions which may be 


injurious to the public health or other-} 
i 
wise injurious in and about rented} 


dwellings, and to make plans for the 
development of the municipality with 
special reference to the proper hous- 
ing of its people. 

The act also provides that in cities 
the members of said board shall be 
appointed by the Mayor subject to 
confirmation by the Council; while in 
towns they shall be elected at the an- 
nual meeting. 

The law also provides that the 
board shall make an annual report to 
the governing board of the city, giving 


information regarding the condition of | 


the icty and any plans for the devel- 
opment of the city with estimated cost 
thereof. A copy of said report shal! 
also be filed with the Homestcad Com- 
mission. 

City Councils of cities are author- 
ized to make such ordinances as may!

The forest froth which wild life has 
been exterminated is as dreary as a 
house without human beings. Game 
is graduafly ‘being driven toward re- 
motet refuges. Unless the remnant 
left is carefully preserved. hunting by 
another generation will be mostly a

What a Blockade Means. 

The object of a blockade ts to prevent 
{the communication of a country with 
|the outside world and to stop the en- 
}trance of supplies of provisions, ma- 
terials af war or reinforcements. 

A vessel is not Hable to seizure if it 
is in ignorance of the blockade. A ves- 
sel is allowed to enter a blockaded port 
if it is in danger or distress. Mail 
steamers, if no contrabund of war is 
zarried, and neutral warships can en- 
|ter and leave a blockaded port. 

A blockade to be effective must be 
maintained by a sufficient force to pre- 
vent the entrance of neutral vessels 
‘into the blockaded port or ports and 
must be formally proclaimed. 

The most extensive blockade ever 
|} conducted was carried out by the fed- 
erals during the war between the 
states. It extended for 3,000 miles 
along the Atlantie coast and the gulf 
|of Mexico and lasted four years.—Lon- 
}don Mail.

MORE MINERS ARE 
TAKEN FROM PI 


a Rescuers Reach Twenty-Nine 


Shut In by Fall of Goal 


Cardiff, Wales, Oct. 16.—Rescuing 
‘parties searching for the 400 miners 

still entombed in the Universal col- 
fiery, where a terriffic explosion oc- 
curred while 931 men were in the pit, 
got into touch with a party of twenty- 
nine men shut in by a fall of coal in 
one of the galleries.

Rescued Passengers of Burned 


Volturno Are In Hew York 
IMMIGRANTS ALLOWED 10 LAN 


Scene In Vicinity of Sea Tragedy Is 

_ Described by Passenger on Grosser 
Kurfuerst as Terrible and Grand— 
People Taken of Burning Boat Just 
In Time to Save Lives 


New York, Oct. 16.—Bringing 105 
survivors of the burned Uranian lin- 
er Volturno, largely women and 
¢hildren, the North German Lloyd 
steamstiip Grosser Kurfuerst docked 
here. 

Ky orders of Commissioner Cami- 

netti at Washington, the Ellis island 
immigration inspectors allowed all 
the survivors to land without ques- 
tion, though they were paupers with- 
Out baggage. 
‘The supreme picture of the Vol- 
turno catastrophe, said one of the 
Kurfuerst’s passengers, came Thurs- 
day night about 9:30 o’clock, when 
the fire; which until then had been 
eontined below the steel decks, burst 
through the whole ship, forward of 
the bridge. 

A mass of shriveling flame leaped 
fifty feet into the air. The red glare, 
cutlinéd against the black sea, the 
black sky and the thick clouds made 
a brilffant” picture, the half moon 
breaking through at intervals and 
casting her pale light on the glare and 
on the dozen liners grouped about. 

The Carmania; in the foreground, 

was most brilliant; then came the 
Kroonland, a long line of faint lights. 
The lights of each ship were differ- 
ent. 
““As the ships moved, the picture 
gave one the effect of battleships 
manoeuvring with the tiny lamps of 
the lifeboats bobbing on the dark sur- 
ace of the water an@ an otcasicnal 
dlue Signal from some lifeboat was 
answered from the bridge of one of 
the liners. 

The Carmania’s searchlight swept 
the scene through the whole night, 
picking out the small boats which 
were looking for survivors in the 
water. Collisions among the big ships 
were averted only by their splendid 
handling. 

At 9:40 o’clock a tremendous ex- 
plosion doubled the height of the 
flames, leaping from the deck of the 
burning ship. They set off two 
fockets on the Volturno, which rcese 
high and graceful through the air like 
an exhibition. : 

On the decks of the’ Groszer Kur- 
fuerst were groups Of hysterical wom- 
en and praying men. The flames 
burned high all night, gradually get- 
ting as far as the funnel. Then day- 
light came, sombre with dark clouds, 
turning to scarlet, making another 
Magnificent picture, with the fire 
Sweeping back of the’ funnel to the 
8tern, Where some 500 women and 
children huddled. 

Suddenly the sea was alive with 
smal] boats and the whole crowd was 
taken off more quickly than seemed 
possible. 

Our last sight of the Volturno 
showed the smoke back to the poop. 
The passengers were rescued just in 
time. 

3efore she reached dock here came 
a new angle to the story of the hero- 
ism of her crew in the Volturno res- 
eue. Chief Wireless Operator Gerick 
of the Kurfuerst gave in detail the 
story of the fire alarm at sea, the 
early attempts at rescue, the arrival 
on the Kurfuerst of, one boat from 
the Volturno and of Captain Spang- 
enburg’s decision to lower no boats at 
hat time on the advice of the rescued 
sailors of the burning ship. 

“At 9 o'clock,” Gerick continued, 
“tlames shot high out of the Vol- 
turno’s midship, setting her -upper 
deck bridge and saloon on fire. That 
set the Volturno’s passengers in an 
awful panic. 

“Just then a terrible explosion oc- 
curred; and Captain Spengenburg, 
thinking all was over with the Vol- 
turno, gave orders to lower boats, 
notwithstanding the full gale and tre- 
mendous cea.

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The Child Beautiful. 

No matter what a fond mother de- 
clares she wishes the fairy godmother 
to bestow on her child at its birth, in 
her heart of hearts she wishes her 


child to be beautiful. No amount of 
wishing seems éo0 have any power in 
the matter, and what the fates decree 
has to be submitted to. No matter 
whether the beauty be much or Hittle, 
it is impossible to add to it, but with 
care it can be preserved, for, sad to 
relate, maanz people spoil their good 
looks in early childhood through being 
allowed to form undesirable habits of 
those funny little ways which are 
peculiar to the early stages of life. 

Who is there who has not reveled 
in the delight of the pastime which 
grownups call “gargoyling?’ It con- 
sists In muking the face fascinatingly 
ugly by stretching the mouth to its 
fullest extent, pushing the nose up and 
pulling the ears forward. It is dis- 
astrous to the very young, who by this 
means obtain very premature wrinkles 
and find their ears permanently out- 
standing. It should be ,severely dis- 
couraged in young children, and on no 
account should such antics be reward- 
ed by a smile, no matter how comical 
the child may look. 

Similarly the frowns of bad temper 
should be avoided, and this can only 
be done by removing the cause. Tem- 
per, whether of the passionate or the 
sulky variety, Is largely a matter of 
habit, and a very undesirable one, too, 
but a child must be taken in hand at a 
very early age if it is to be taught to 
control its temper. <A child’s feelings 
are all on the surface, and it is easily 
possible to divert the mind to some 
other subject than that which caused 
the outburst of temper. Sulkiness gen- 
erally arises from resentment on the 
part of an elder. It is extremely in- 
fectious, and the parent who’ sulks 
with a child need not be astonished if 
the child shows symptoms of the same 
complaint. 

Another trick of childhood which is 
also associated with bad temper is the 
| dangerous habit of biting the nails. 
| The ill result, which is apparent to all, 
is short and ugly finger nails, which 
can never be made’ beautiful again. 
even by the most skillful manicurists. 
The real danger of the habit, however, 
lies in the sharpness of the small par- 
ticles swallowed, which are quite capa- 
ble of giving rise to an attack of ap- 
pendicitis. 

Connected with the fingers also Is 
the habit of thumb sucking, which 
commences when the gums are swollen 
and painful at the time of cutting the 
teeth. At the earliest signs of thumb 
sucking the thumb should be taken 
out and a rubber ring given as a sub- 
stitute, or, better still, the child should 
be given a little drop of cold water to 
drink. It seems hard to check a 
habit which may soothe and comfort 
a young child, but there is the future 
to be considered, and.a continuance of 
the habit leaves its mark in an ugly, 
pointed thumb and deformed mouth, In 
which the upper lip and the top teeth 
are unduly projecting, while the lower 
parts of the mouth are receding. 

The evils arising from sucking a 
“dummy” resemble those of thumb 
sucking as far as deformity of the 
mouth is concerned, and with both 
there ts the evil of overexcited salivary 
gjands through the constant sucking. 
It would be a good thing if the sale of 
this injurious article were illegal, as 
in France. 
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Nursery Quilts, 

Distinctive quilts for the little tots’ 
room are a joy to the children and a 
delightful task for mothers. They are 
very expensive if bought and less in- 
dividual, of course. Here are a few 
ideas for the homemade designs tkat 
will make nursery quilts things to be 
remembered in after years, besides be- 
ing present joys. 

The flower quilt always holds great 
attraction for youngsters. If the nurs- 
ery be papered in daisy paper the 
carrying ovt of this idea is one of the 
easiest things imaginable. On a founda- 
tion of silk poplin, or, best of all, un- 
bleached muslin, arrange the daisies 
in a straight horder, the stems grow- 
ing from a plain band on the edge of 
the quilt, continuing around the four 
sides. 

To make the daisies. cut an oval four 
inches long und one ineh at its great- 
est width. Make a pattern of a petal 
j three inches by about three-quarters 
of an inch. Cut ont sixteen of these 
fron) white muslin if your background 
is a colour. Make the center yellow in 
; this case. If you are going to have 
yellow petals the center should be a 
golden brown. 

Stems in this quilt should be 
straight, with here and there a leaf. 

Arrange the petals around the cen- 
ter—under it--and place the stem un- 
| der one edge. Sew around the edges 
| without turning in, using the sewing 
| machine or quick running stitches by 
| band.

Vermont's Towns. 

It is not often thut a town is named 
by mistake, bat about 150 years ago 
this thing happened—not to one.town, 
but to three towns in Vermont. At 


| that time a grant of land was made by 


New Hampshire to some Connecticut 
settlers. This tract then, as now, was 
divided into three townships—Burling- 
ton, on the hillside of Lake Cham- 
plain; Colchester, just north, and Wil- 
liston, east. The three towns were 
chartered on the same day, and it was 
at this time that the: names were 
mixed. 

The Burling family took up their 
land in the ‘north section (Colchester), 
andit seems to be true that their name 
was to haye been given the town, so 


| that it should have been called Bur- 


lington. Other settlers took up the 
eastern portion (Williston), and the 
rest remained in the part by the lake 
(Burlington). Among these last was 
the Willis family, and there is evidence 
that they expected to call the city Wil- 
liston. However, there was so much 
confusion in the entering of the rec- 
ords that the town where the Burlings 
settled was called Colchester, the town 
of the Willis family was named Bur- 
lington, while the town to the east was 
culled Williston. And so they have

FARMER KILLS MAN

Vermont Game Warden Says 
Neighbor Assaulted Him 


Halifax, Vt., Oct, 17.—L. A. Fos- 
ter, a tarmer, fhot and killed his 
neighbor, Ossie Prouty, and then gave 
himself up to Constable G. L. Wor- 
den of Marlboro. Foster claimed self- 
defense. 

The scene of the shooting is only a 
mile from where Irving Wrisley killed 
Walter Nichols with a hammer, ‘re- 
cently, murdered Mrs. Nichols by 
shooting, and then killed himseif with 
a bullet through his head.

Foster said he backed away from 
Prouty, fearing that his neighbor 
would carry out the threat, which he 
had made two or three times before. 

Foster carried a revolver, as he was 
a game warden an@ had a permit to do 
so. When Prouty struck him over the 
eye, knocking him down, Foster said, 
he drew his revolver and fired three 
times. Prouty fell over backwards. 

The prisoner was at one time a 
thinister and later a book agent. Since 
he became a farmer he said he has 
had frequent trouble with his neigh- 
bor, Prouty.

Zeppelin Dirigible Blows Up 
3000 Feet Above Earth

Berlin, Oct. 18.—Members of am

on her trial trip. The admiralty com- 
missioners killed in the accident were 
aboard te approve the dirigible and 
take her over for the new aerial navy. 

Lientenant Baron von Bleut of the 
Queen Augusta grenadier guards was 
making the trip as a guest, and is the 
only survivor. He is in a critical con- 
dition. Many of the bodies of mem- 
bers of the crew were so badly burned 
they were unrecognizable. The kaiser 
has ordered an immediate renort on 
the accident. 

The disaster oecurred while the air- 
ship was over the outskirts of Jo- 
hannisthal. The craft fell on the main 
highway leading into Johannisthal, its 
blackened and twisted framework 
hlocking the road. 

The exact cause of the accident is 
not known. The difrigible had just 
teft its shed and traversed barely a 
quarter of a mile in the direction of 
Berlin when a great pillar of flame 
shot from the middle of the balloon: 
The next instant the craft was a mass 
of flame, plunging to earth, burying 
those aboard beneath its wreckage. 

The acci¥ent, one of the most spec- 
tacular in the history of German avia- 
tion, was witnessed by hundreds of 
people. The huge craft, measuring 
500 feet from end to end, was sailing 
eracefully 3000 feet up when suddenly 
those below were horrified to see a 
burst of flame and smoke. 

instantly fire enveloped the great 
fas bag. It was not until a percept- 
ible lapse of time that the spéllbound 
watchers heard the terrific detonation 
and knew that an explofon had caused 
the fire. 

‘The monster balloon plunged earth- 
ward like a blazing meteor and the 
spectators scattered in all directions 
oO save themselves from the deluge of 
fire that came with her. 

This was the seventh of the air- 
eraft built by the aged Count Zeppelin, 
pioneer of German aviation, that has 
come to grief, but only the last three 
accidents were attended *with loss of 
life. 3

The disastrous tidal wave that part-| 


ly overwhelmed the Alaskan city of 
Nome has aroused friendly sympathy in | 
the rest of the United States. Stbstan- | 
tial gifts of money and supplies have 
been made. The people of Alaska; 
will be grateful for this help in time 
of need. But they would be glad to 
see this opportunity for friendly min- 
istration wholly igndred, if they could 
have in its place some attention and 
needed legislation from Congress. 

Alaska exported 345,000,000 worth 
of produce in 1912, six times more 
than Uncle Sam paid for the whole 
territory. It is somtimes asserted 
that Alaska has a larger proportion 
of college bred men than any state in 
the union. But ‘thé call for careful 
study of its needs, and decision upon 
some settled land and. mining policy, 
remains unheard. As a result its 
population, praetically ‘stationary for 
a dozen years, is unsettled and partly 
nomadic.

Washington, Oct. 21.—\While the 
eenate banking and currency comumit- 
tee Was in session, a copy 0! Presi- 
dent Wilson’s letter to Chairman La- 
derwood, expressing a belief that the 
committee would report out a banking 
bill “not later than the first week in 
November” and that the bill would 
pass the senate “at most not more than 
three wecks after the report is made”

“You may say,” said Senator Weeks 
cof Massachusetts, smilingly, “that I 
think the president is more optimiztic 
than the facts warrent.” 

The president :dves not believe an 
adjournment is possitle, but. thinks 
some agreement might be reached 
with the minority in the house for a 
brief recess. The president is fully 
contident of considerablemen-partisan 
suppcrt for the bill, and told callers 
he did not expect any change affecting 
any fundamental part of the bill, but 
rather had found an unexpected 
agreement of the fundamentals. ‘The 
president's letter was freely circulated 
in congress and renewed active dis- 
cussion of recess prospects. 

Senators Bristow and Hitchcock 
were not optimistic for passase at the 
present session. Senator O’Gorman 
thought it might be possible, but that 
it could not be determined “to a cer- 
tainty.” Senator Pomerene agreed 
with the president. One deveiopment 
which lent encouragement to those 
who hoped for speedy action came 
when the president let it be known 
that he was not finally committed to 
any particular number. of reserve 
banks, so long as there’ were enouga 
to meet business requirements and 
that the federal reserve board did not 
necessarily have to include the secre- 
tery of agriculture and the,comptroller 
cf the currency, so long as it was 
government ccntrojled.

Knots and Hours. 

Nine persons out of ten will say 
that such and such a steamship is 
‘capable of steaming at “twenty-five 
knots per hour.” A nauticaliman would 
simply say “twenty-five knots.” Now, 
which is correct? ‘The latter, of course. 
The mistake arises from the fact that 
tlie Ilandsman thisks that a “knot” is 
just the nautical term for a “sea mile,” 
which is, roughly, 6,080 feet, or abou 
one and one-eighth land or statute 
miles. Now, a knot is not a distance at 
all;.it is a speed. ‘The word “speed” 
combines distance and time. For in- 
stance, if. we wish to speak of the 
speed of a trdin we refer to it-as so 
many miles per hour. There is no sin- 
gle word in the Janguage to express 
speed limits, so we must use two words 
—miles and hour. 

The sailor ‘has a language peculiar to 
himself, and he has invented a single 
word for a unit of speed. Thus a speed 
of one nautical mile per hour is called 
one “knot.” Hence it is redundant to 
tack on another “per hour” after the 
word knot when the werd already in- 
cludes one “per hour.’—London Tit- 
Bits.

ROYALTY ATTENDS FUNERAL 


Kaiser Joins Mourners Before Coffins 
of Airship Victims 

Berlin, Oct, 22.—Joint funeral ser- 
vices were held over the bodies of 
twenty-three out of the twenty-eight 
victims of the disaster to the Zeppelin 
dirigible airship at Jofannisthal on 
Friday last. 

The ceremony took place at noon in 
the old garrison church near the im- 
perial palace, in the presence of the 
emperor and his sens, the empress 
and the crown princess. 

Count Zeppelin and about a thou- 
send cfficers of the army and navy, to- 
gether with a number of comrades be- 
longing to the ‘flying corps to which 
the dead men were attached, also at- 
tended. 

After the service in the church sev- 
en of the bodies were taken to an ad- 
joining cemetery for burial, the six 
sons of the emperor heading the pro- 
cession of mourners. The others were 
taken to the late homes of the dead 
mien in various parts of the country.

“Things as they used to be” a 
historical perspective of the begin- 
nings of Wollaston was given by 
George F. Pinkham, who was one of 
the first residents of Wollaston 
Heights and in whose house the Wol- 
laston Baptist church was organized.

saved by the heroic storm fighters. 

Every day people enter hospitals! 
with white faces and set teeth, with 
little word of complaint or faltering, 
for critical operations which they 
know may be fatal. Millions of peo- 
ple are carrying around with them 
diseases which they know constitute 
a death warrant. 

People know too much about their 
interior workings and face death 
cheerily for years with a stout heart. 
The happy-go-lucky doctoring of form- 
er days did not save life so long, but 
it left people in a happier unconcern 
about their fate.

Washington, Oct. 23.—The Mexi- 


can elections next Sunday are to be a

farce. .This ig expected both at the 
State department and in administra- 
tion circles. But in holding them 
President Huerta has added to the 
danger of all foreigners in the south- 
ern republic. Because of this there 
is grave apprehension in officialdom 
here. 

It is feared the announcement that 
there has been no choice and that 
Huerta will continue as “Provisional 
President”. and absolute dictator will 
precipitate. demonstrations that may 
call for immediate action. by the 
United States. 

‘Lhe policy of “hands off” announced 
by President Wilson will only be 
changed by serious outrages egainst 
foreigners. 3ut with prices of all 
foodstuffs and clothing advancing by 
leaps and bounds, and exchange in 


| Mexico City already beyend the pro-

NEWSPAPER FAKING. 


Much interest will be felt among 


néwspaper men in the announcement | 


of the New York World’s new “bureau 
of accuracy and fair play.” The pur- 
pose of this department is to check 
carelessness, avoid needless libel suits 
to promote fair play, and stamp out 
fakes and fakers. 

The public sometimes laughs at the 
smaller newspapers as collections of 
curbstones gossip, and looks with a 
certain awe at great metropolitan 
journals of hundred thousand circu- 
lation, as institutions dealing with 
great national issues on which a high 
standard of accuracy and truth telling 
is required. 

In actual practice the situation is 
reversed. The smaller papers, those 
that are close to a small city or vil- 
lage constituency, are held down very 
rigidly to high standards of accurate 
reporting. If some one’s initial is 
printed wrong, they will hear about 
it next day. The most offhand re- 
mark is often accepted as containing 
deep and poisonous innuendo. 

On the other hand, even the best of 
the big metropolitan papers print news 
on mére héarsay, affecting thé most 
important and delicate interests ofj 
business and government. The next’ 
day the whole thing is riddled by the 
people who know about it, error is ad- 
mitted, and every one forgets about 
the incident except those WhO are in- 
jured. 7 

The smaller city daily and the 
country weekly realize fully the folly 
of all this. It sells papers for the 
moment, ‘markets a pot boiler fot to- 
day. In the long run it hurts news- 
paper circulation and disgusts the 
public: It. places irritations and ob- 
stacles in the way of the true news- 
paper mah who is working every 
minute’ {find the truth’ and give it 
to the public.

Holding Up American Steanrer 
is Termed An Insult 


ENVOY LIND'S '$ WIFE ON BOARD 


WaShington Officials In Touch With 
Situation Believe Huerta Following 
Plan Outlined by Others—Situation 
More Critical Than Ever Before—No 
Interference With General Diaz 


Washington, Oct. 25.—Ominous in 
the extreme is the Mexican situation 
in the opinion of administration of- 
ticials. 

Defiance of the United States by 
Huerta has brought armed interven- 
tion perilously near. Following on 
the heels of a “hands off” warning 
from the provisional president the bold 
holding up of the steamer Morro Cas- 
ue, tlying the Stars and Stripes, while 
four American warships swung lazily 
at anchor only a mile away, was char- 
acterized in official circles as insult- 
ing.

ty-four minutes delay reached what

These are the bald facts. 
ecquainted with the circumstances 
could hardly believe that such condi- 
tion existed with the Hose house at 
Houghs Neck only five minutes walk 
from the scene of the fire. 

The City Council has referred to the 
next year’s legislative body, to be 
elected, the small matter of expending 
$7,500 for constructing a street to 
Rock Island. 

That is, if it can now be constructed 
for that amount. Last spring, Messrs. 

‘avanagh, Norterman and ‘Dunham 
were willing to give all land necessary 
for the laying out of this street, and 
the Broken Stone Tide Water Co. was 
willing to give the material for the 
fill only a short haul away. 

No, the Council could not see any 
way to make the appropriation. 

And this is what the Councilmen or 
some of them on the Committee of 
Streets asked: “Why did you buy 
land and make your home in such a 
locality as Rock Island?” 

Then the people of Rock 
might say, “If you think Rock Island 
so inaccessible and barren a «place, 
why does your honorable Board of As- 
sessors journey to such a far land, 
jack up our valuation to the notch just 
above the top notch, and soak us with 
your renowned $23.70. 

If we pay as much for our 
home, which we love as much as you 
do City Hall, should we not receive 
the proper attention for our money. 

If you take from us by force of law 
a certain amount of money and agree 
to protect us from fire, flood and as- 
sessors, and then let our houses burn 
and our children wade through water 
when the tide serves right to get an 
education in our over crowded Ather- 
ton Hough School, and we do not re- 
ceive agreed protection from the above 
mentioned evils, are we allowed to 
suggest that you are obtaining money 
under false representation.

Will the public spirited candidates 
for councilmanic honors make this a 
promise to give just a square deal to 
the Rock Islanders? 

We have been talking into the 
economy ear of the Council. Now we 
will go around to the efficiency ear. 
‘The fire department at the Neck can’t 
be efficient until there is a passable 
street to Rock Island in the proposed 
location laid down by our efficient City 
Engineer, 

Will one of the present Council so 
far go against the wishes of his col- 
leagues as to recall the order for ap- 
propriating the $7,500, and in the en- 
lightened state in which the present 
body now stands ask for another vote 
on this matter. 

Thirty-seven children who now 
stem the tides across the marsh will 
thank him.

Watch Her Closely as She Gives Her show cause, if any you ‘have, why the’ 
same should not be granted. 


Testimony—Prisoner Cheerful After 
First Day on Stand and Appears 
Confident—Her Two Daughters May 
Be Called For Defense 


Plymouth, Mass., Oct. 27.—Mrs. 
Jennie M. Eaton, thankful of having 
had the opportunity to tell her story 
of the death of her husband, the late 
Admiral Joseph G. Eaton, and con- 
tident of acquittal on that charge, will 
today face the most trying ordeal of 
her life—her cross examination by 
District Attorney Albert F. Barker. 

During the whole time she was on 
the stand Saturday Mrs. Eaton was 
incessantly watched by insanity ex- 
perts engaged by the prosecution, and 
planted in such a position in the court 
room that they could catch each every 


one of the woman's words and watch To t 


every expression of her face. She did 
not seem at all disconcerted by this 
espionage. 

A point that escaped general notice 
in Mrs. Katon’s examination may make 
it necessary to call June Keyes to 
the stand provided te judge will al- 
lcw her testimony. When Ralph 
Keyes was on the stand he was asked 
if he was the father of June’s baby, 
and before @e judge could call a halt 
he replied strongly that he was not, 
whereupon the judge ordered the 
answer stricken out, refusing to al- 
low the matter to be gone into. 

Mrs. Eaton evidently noticed this 
exclusion, for while she was on the 
stand and the same matter touched on 
she slipped inaquick denial of Keyes’ 
statement by remarking that he was 
the father of June’s child. The judge 
at once struck out the answer, but

On the other hand, the American peo- 
ple use 9.5 pounds of coffee per capita 
in the course! of twelve months, while 
Britishers consume less than a pound 
each in the same period. °

of coffee in England, especially that 
served at the breakfast table, will won- 
der why Britain uses any coffee at all.

The Mexican constitution sets forth 
that there are approximately 3,000,- 
000 voters in the republic, and that 
one-third of them must vote in order 
to make a presidential election bind- 
ing.

MRS. EATON: IS 
CALM ON STAND 


District Attorney Fails to Shake 


Story In Cross Examination 
SIX AND A HALF HOURS? GRILL 
Was Near Losing Self Control. at End 

of Forenoon Session, but Regained 

It After Rest—Prosecution Springs 


Sensation In Producing Letter Writ- 
ten by Defendant 


Plymouth, Mass., Oct. 28.—Mrs, 
Jennie M. Eaton, with a composure 
that seemed almost uncanny, passed 
safely through the greatest ordeal she 
has undemgone since her life battle 
began. 

For six and @ half hours she faced 
the jury which must determine before 
the superior court here whether she 
murdered her husband, Rear Admiral 
Joseph G. Haton, U. S. N., retired,: 
and successfully withsteod a persistent 
inquisition by District Attorney Ai- 
bert F. Barker. 

She admitted many things she here- 
toforg denied, refuted testimony of 
witnesses whg appeared against her, 
even evidence offered by her crippled 
daughter, Dorothy, and by her aged, 
invalid mother, Mrs. Virginia Harri- 


son; yet never once, save for an hour}, 


prior to the noon recess, was there 
the slightest sign of weakening. 

During that one hour, though, Mrs. 
Eaton was visibly ill at ease. The 
district attorney, in manner suave and 
ingratiating, with always an underly- 
ing note of sarcasm, was confining 
his cross-examination to poison and 
insanity, and the woman accused of 
killing the admiral by the administra- 
tion of white arsenic seemed on the 
verge of losing her self-control. 

She had taken the witness stand 
unperturbed, apparently prepared to 
submit the story told by her on Sat- 
urday to the most rigid analysis, but 
the rigor of the €xamination began to 
tel] about two hours later. Her voice, 
clear and sibilant, broke slightly; 
there was a noticeable hesitancy be- 
fore she made response to questions. 
The color of her cheeks was height- 
ened and she drained glass after glass 
of water, carried to her by her senior 
counsel, William A. Moore. 

Then came the order for the noon 
recess, and when, an hour and a half 
Eaton resumed the stand 
she had fully regained herself. 

Just before the close of the after- 
noon Session the district attorney in- 
troduced a letter which caused a sen- 
sation in the court room. Not even the 
defense had an inkling of it, and Mrs. 
HWaton’s face was a study as the com- 
munication was read. Aimost reluct- 
antly she admitted its authorship. 

In it she referred to the death of 
the boy she and her husband had 
adopted and who Mrs. Eaton main- 
tained on the stand had been poisoned 
by her husband. 

From the very outset of the district 
attorney’s inquisition it was apparent 
he intended to be kindly in his man- 
ner of questioning. The attitude he 
would take had been the moot ques- 
tion, and his first inquiry answered it, 
Only an underlying vein of sarcasm 
was noticeable.

| THE BLUE OF THE SKY. 


It Is Caused by the Oxygen In the Air, 
Says a Scientist. 

Professor Spring of the University of 
Liege has 2 theory of his own regard- 
ing the blue of the sky. 

Scientists have tried to explain the 
blue of the sky ever since the days of 
Leonardo da Vinci and Sir Isaac New- 
jton. Some have held that it was due 
to the polarization of the solar light, 
while others have held that the blue- 
ness is due to the reflection, or, rather, 
the vibratfon, upon the minute drops of 
water Which the atmosphere holds in 
suspension or upon the matter in the 
utmosphere, according to Tyndall. 


these theories, denying the “dust theo- 
ry” altogether. He holds with Lord 
Rayleigh that instead of the dust in- 
creasing the blueness it diminishes It 
greatly. And according to Professor 
Spring. all of the appearances of blue 
tints in the atmosphere are explicable 
when we consider liquid oxygen. 
“Liquid air’ is known to be decidedly 
blue in color, so the contention that 
blueness is due to the oxygen in the 
air seems to be substantiated. 

If condensed and liquid air are blue 
in color it is most probable that the 
blueness of the sky is due to the oxy- 
gen in it—New York World. 


INGENUITY IN SUICIDE. 


This Parisian Planned a Most Dra- 
matic Taking Off. 

Some years ago, when there was ar 
epidemic-of dramatic suicides In Parts, 
a man who had visited the Frenek 
capital told of an extruordinury sui- 
cide he bad beard of in that gay city. 

“He was ua Frenchman, who was 
nothing if not original,” said the teller 
of the tale, “and even when he grew 
despondent he planned his death in a 
most original fashion. He locked the 
door of his room in the Rue Nitot and, 
removing the weights of the window 
cord, fastened them to the window it- 
self. He added to the welght of the 
window by attaching six flatirons. On 
the sill he adjusted a large triungular 
bread knife, such ag is used by chefs, 
and made ready a small balloon, capa- 
ble of lifting fifty pounds.

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Speedy Coasting. 
The finest coasting bill in the world 


is at St. Moritz, in Switzerland, The 


hill is a mile long, and to coast down 
it takes, on an average, sixty-seven 
seconds. The Cresta course, as it is 
called, fs iced and runs between snow 
banks. Its turns are dangerous, and 
only skilled coasters venture on it. 
They use the American flat toboggan, 
lying on the stomach and steering not 
with the feet. but with lifts and jerks 
of the body. A few seconds from the 
start on this course the coaster is go- 
ing at 4 speed of twénty miles an hour. 
This speed scon increases to forty 
miles. Faster and faster he tlies, 
swooping down the precipitous Church 
leap at the speed of an express train, 
und then on to the long, straight Shut- 
tlecock run. To fifty, to sixty, to sev- 
enty to eighty miles an hour the pace 
grows till it is like the flight of the 
swiftest bird through a blinding blur 
of snow. Yet the speed still increases, 
and at the end of the Shuttlecock 
eighty-seven miles an hour fs register- 
ed, These Cresta course speeds are 
not problenurtical, They are the ac- 
curate timings of an electric clock.

|Mrs, Eaton was in Dorchester that 
day. The admiral died at dawn Sat- 
urday, March 8. 

Dr. Austin disagreed with Prof. 
Whitney, the astate’s expert, who 
prévfously testified that in his opinion 
| Admiral Eaton received the first dose 
of arsenic on Thursday, March 6, and 
several! other small doses up to within 
a& féw hours of death. Prof, Balch, 
another state expert, agreed with 

Prof. Whitney. A total of 16. 67 
grains of arsenic was found in the ad- 
miral’s body. 

Dr, Austin admitted that the condi- 
| tions sutrownding the admiral’s illness 
were consistent with thé theory that 
the poison had been administered in 
more than one dose. 

Dr. Austin said the finding of about 
fifteen grains of arsenic in the dead

T RAIN: 
FIRST POSTAL T A 
It Was Tried In 1864 and Proveta 
Thorough Success. 

The first trial of a postal car service, 
in which mail matter.is assorted while 
in transit, was made in 1864 on the 
Chicago and Northwestern railway. 
The scheme was a thorough suctess, 
and railway mail service was inaugn- 
rdted that year on several of the iin- 
portant railway lines and was gradual- 
ly extended all over the United States 
and adopted by other countries. 

In 1874 the American railway mall 
system was thoroughly organized on a 
permanent basis, with eight territorial 
divisions, each in charge of a superin- 
tendent subordinate to a general chiet 
at Washington. 

This service was among the first to 
adopt a modern Classified civil service, 
appointment of railway mail clerks 
having atways been made for a proba- 
tléhary period, pertianeit employment 
being conditioued on satisfactory serv- 
ice and conduct*and removal based on 
good cause only. 
gradually increased and niew divisions 
organized and is now operated on prac- 
tieally every railway.—St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch. ‘ 


Swordsmen of the Sea. 

The swordsmen of thé sea are the 
sawfishes, speartishes, sailfishes, sword- 
fishes and the narwhal, with its spiral- 
ly twisted straight tusks. Savwtishes 
inhabit the warmer seas, while the 
narwlial is a creature of the Arctic. 
The tusk of the narwhal is hoflow 
nearly to the point and is spitilly 
srooved. It uses its tusk aa a weapon 
of defense and to plunge through the 
ice to breathe, the narwhal being a 
cetacean. Sometimes when a boat 
has been cunght in tlie ive gredt dam- 
mge has been inflicted by the inquisi- 
titeness or Uiundering of this great 
creuture, that sometimes reaches a 
length of fifteen feet, witliia task of 
from Sfx to ten feet in length. As a 
rule, however, the narwhal uses its 
tusk for the purpose of killing fish for 
food.

When 
this firm was dissolved in 1900 it was 
reported to have made profits of $2,- 
000,000. ‘ 

For some months after the disso- 
lution Gates amused himself. Wher- 
ever he went he distributed cash with 
a free ‘hand, and Broadway, New 
York, always wore a glad smile when 
the ‘tip went around that “Spend a 
Million” was out for a good time, It 
wasn’t long, however, before Gates 
was back at his money making. He 
was élected to membership in the New 
York stock exchange March 1, 1901. 
The firm of Harris, Gates & Co. was 
formed and Gates began to do big 
business, sometimes with his father, 
sometimes alone. 

In February, 1911, Gates made a 
sensational trip from Yuma, Ariz., to 
New York in a special train. He had 
been poisoned, it was said, through 
a bruise on his knee made by his auto- 
mobile crank. The trip of 3000 miles 
was made in 74 hours and 19 min- 
utes. 


WIFE AND CASH GONE 


Norwood Man’s Boarder Also Missing 
and Police Are Called 

Norwood, Mass., Oct. 29.—The 
police have been appealed to by John 
Pugitore of 349 Pleasant street to as- 
sist him in locating his wife and two 
children and $300, which he claims 
she took at the time of her departure 
about a week ago. The money wads 
borrowed by Pugitore to make a pay- 
ment on the house in which he re- 
sides. 

About the same time that Mrs.

In the mean time, it is 
figured, a whole trainload of whiskey 
will have arrived here.

A rally in the interest of the can- 
didacy of Gov. Foss was held Wednes- 
day evening in Electa hall, although 
the affair was not graced by His Ex- 
cellency. Ex-Representative Sydney 
B. Allen of Wollaston, and formerly 
of Brockton, presided, and in opening 
the meeting spoke at lenght on the 
record of Gov. Foss. He told of the 
large number of offices to be filled by 
the Governor and of the excellent 
men he had selected for the positions. 
He was a man of opinions and not the 
creation of party managers. His 
platform is distinctly his own, while 
the platforms of his opponents advo- 
cate things he had already accom- 
plished. David I. Walsh, he declared, 
would if elected be the tool of Mayor 
Fitzgerald and Martin Lomasney. 

Andrew A. Highlands said that 
neither Gardner or Bird stood a 
chance of election and they knew it. 
The speaker said that he could not 
find that Walsh stood for anything. 
To. vote for either Gardner or Bird is 
to throw your vote away. Foss is 
a man who would conduct the affairs 
of the state as you and I want them 
conducted. He then reviewed at 
length the attitude of Foss on prison 
reform, and said that he would not 
be in this fight if he did not see how 
things were going. A vote for Gard- 
ner or Bird was a vote for Walsh and 
the fight in this campaign is solely 
between Foss and Walsh. 

Hon. Louis Swig said that for the 
first time citizens have an opportunity 
to vote for a man not tied down by 
any party interests. The attitude of 
Gardner on the immigration question 
was un-American. We have need of 
every good man in this’ -common- 
wealth, and we should not ask his 
religion or his country. . Walsh can 
not be depended upon to live up to the 
promises. Bird belonged to a party 
who had got a little restless and 
wanted a change, but they had not 
offered you anything. He asked his 
hearers to judge Gov. Foss by his 
deeds. He then spoke at length on 
the three years record of Foss as 
governor. He stands for the people. 
The speaker also briefly mentioned 
some of the important measures 
passed during his term of office which 
were of great benefit to the people. 
Bird stands for nothing. | 

Samuel L. Bailen said he was al 
dyed-in-the wool Republican, and for 
the first time was not going to vote 
the straight ticket. Principles are 
eternal, he said, but indivduals die 
and pass away. This year he said 
the Republicans have no candidate, 
for Gardner has repudiated the plat- 
form and his attitude on the immigra- 
tion question is un-American. Foss 
was the only man that could be trust- 
ed, and the only man capable of 
judiciously dealing with the railroad 
situation. He also declared _ that 
Walsh would be the tool of Fitzgerald 
and Lomasney.

The letters of John Quincy Adams 
of Quincy are a valuable record of 
America’s past, says’ the Christian 
Science Monitor. He was a repre- 
sentative of the United States in 
Europe when his father was made 
President of the United States in’ 1797. 
The letters written to his father un- 
der these circumstances seem quaint 
today, with their grave beginning, 
“My Dear Sir,” He addresses his 
mother, however, in almost as formal 
a way, as “Honoured Mamma.” La- 
ter he calls her “My dear Madam” 
and at last “My dear Mother.” This 
is the famous Abigail Adams of whose 
patriotism and heroism during the 
revolutionary days American woman- 
hood may well be proud. 

John Adams was President for but 
lthe single term and his son writes to 
him from abroad to remind him that 
he had always prepared himself for 
the proverbial ingratitude of repub- 
lics. He must bear with equanimity 
the want of appreciation of his high 
services. Yet the father is to look 
for comfort to the fact that by the 
wisdom and firmness of his adminis- 
tration he leaves the country in safe 
and honorable peace which was in- 
volved in dangers and complex dis- 
putes when he went to the White 
House.

Pelham, N. H., Oct. :0.—After 
guarding the body of his wife, Mi- 
nerva, Whom he had slain two weeks 
2s0, Krnest McOoy, 64 years, of age, 
and living in a secluded section of 
this town, shot himself through the 
head when, his three daughters, 
alarmed by letters they, had received, 
applied for admission at the .lojely 
cottage. 

When Howard Chase, a neighbor, 
who accompanied the daughters, de- 
manded to be let in, the visitors, were 
startied by the shot of a revolver, fol- 
lowed by the fall of a body... Pushing 
open the door they found McCoy lying 
in a poo! of blocd. Giving what.as- 
sistance he could to, the uneonscious 
man, Chase started for the adjoining 
room to look for the 80-year-old wife. 

Opening the door he stood aghast. 
There lay.the body of the woman on 
a coach. 
dead for about two weeks. © Jagged 
holes in her clothing gave mute testi- 
mony of the manner of her death. 

Two shots. had been fired in the 
murderer’s frenzy. One had entered 
the heart. The second. had ter 
through the aged .woman’s house 
dress, but had not entered the body. 
The builet was found lying-on her un- 
derclothing over her chest. 

McCoy's attempt to end his own lite 
upon the arrival of his neighbor and 
daughters proved unsuccessful. He 
shot himself over the left eye, but the 
bullet glanced off without entering the 
brain. He was carried to a room over 
that in. which his wife lay, and doc- 
tors were hurriedly summoned. 

As he lay in bed reteiving medical 


| attention, an inquest was being held 
‘ in the parlor below, to determine whe- 


ther he should be charged with the 
killing of his wifé. Referee B. G. 
Moran was in charge of the inquest. 
He could not account for the murder 
in any other way than questioning the 
aged man’s sanity. 

The murdered woman was McCoy’s 
second wife and had also been marg 
ried before. They were married three 
years ago and lived in their .Mttle 
two-story cottage, about a mile above 
the town centre. 

Both Mr: and Mrs. McCoy are cld 
Pelman. The husbana 
worked steadily as a carpenter until 
a few years ago, when he retired be- 
cause of his advancing age. 

The wife who, before her marriage, 
was Mrs. Benjamin Merrill, had never 
visited much because of her age. It 
Was not thought strange by the neigh- 
bors that they had not seen her for 
two weeks.

Felix Diaz, now on the battleship 
Louisiana at Vera Cruz, will, it is 
thought, decide to go to New York, 
although he will eventually take up 
his residence in Paris. Admiral 
Fletcher's force at Vera, Cruz will be 
augmented by the fourth division ot 
the Atlantic fleet, comprising the flag- 
ship Rhode Island, and battleships 
Virginia, New Jersey and Nebraska. 
They sailed from Hampton Roads to 
take the places of the four battleships 
of the second division which will come 
fferth to repair and refit. It is stated, 
however, that the second division will 
be held, probably at Guantanamo, 
within striking distance of'the Mexi- 
can coast, until it is certain they will 
not be needed for action.

Secretary Bryan said that a formal 
note had been sent to all the Eurepean 
governments asking them to suspend 
the formulation of a policy toward 
Mexico until the United States had 
detined its attitude. While England, 
France and Germany, he said, had al- 
ready been Heard from, it is expected 
the other governments will follow the 
three great powers in awaiting the de- 
cision of the United States as to the 
next step in bringing peace in Mexico. 

President Wilson had a conference 
with Secretary Bryan, and the secre- 
tary stated afterward that they were 
at work on the next step in the policy 
that will be pursued. 

It was generally agreed in official 
circles that some positive action look- 
ing toward a solution of the problem 
would be in line with the expectations 
of the powers. Steps to secure a new 
election would involve negotiations 
with the constitutionalists, and there 
is a confidence among administration 
officials that if guaranty for a free 
campaigg can be arranged through the 
establishment a provisional authority 
at Mexico City acceptable to the con- 
stitutionalists the latter are likely to

TEST YOUR BAROMETER. 


Air or Moisture In the Tube Will Ren- 
der It Unreliable. 

Don’t expect a barometer to. tell you 
the truth about the weather until you 
have tested it thoroughly. Two con¥ 
mon causes for unfellability are | afr 
nnd witer mixed with the mercury in 
the tube. ‘These can be expelled by 
boiling the mercury. 

Ih order to test a barometer let it 
hang for a time in the proper position; 
then gently and with care incline it so 
that thé mercuty may sirike agaffist 
the glass tube, If there is no ait with: 
in you wiil hear a sharp metallic: click, 
but if the sound is dull and. muffled it 
indicates the presence of both air and; 
moisture. The presence of air alone is 

shown by minute bubbles. 

If at any time the merciry seems to 
adhere to the tube, even in the’ slight- 
est degree, and the convex surface a¥ 
sumes a more flattened form it is safe 
to conclude that either air or moisture 
is ptesént.

Debt Are Larger 


The Nov. 1 statement of City Audi- 
tor Fairbanks shows an increase in 
the water debt and sewer debt dur- 
ing the ten months of 1913, and a re- 
duction of the City debt, the street 
improvement debt, the park debt and 
the refunding debt. 

The net debt Nov. 1 was $2,215,245. 
a decrease of $79,651.46 since Jan. 1, 
when the total was $2,294,896.46. 

The city debt on Jan. 1 was $711,- 
496.46, of which $137,476.46 has been 
paid, but a new city debt to the 
amount of $53,625.00 has been issued, 
leaving the balance $627,645.00. 

Although water debt to the amount 
of $52,500 has been paid this year, the 
new water debt is $70,000, so that the 
net water debt of $727,000 is $17,500 
larger than Jan. 1. The expendi- 
tures in this department have been 
unusually large this year. 

The same is true of the sewer debt; 

although $29,000 has ‘been paid the 
new sewer debt is $40,000 so that the 
total of $634,500 is an increase of 
11,000. 
No new debt has been issued this 
year under the special street improve- 
ment act, or for parks, or for refund- 
ing, and these debts have been re- 
duced respectively $7,300, $2,000 and 
$15,000. 

The borrowing margin of 136,508 
on Jan. 1, has been increased to 
$220,359.

Tibet’s Perilous Bridges and the Way 
: They Are Crossed. 

In Tibet they have not yet pro- 
gressed far beyond the primitive. Es- 
secially when it comes to engineering 
the Tibetans are at about the stage 
reached by Europeans six centuries 
azo. At that time in Switzerland they 
used a long cable and swinging carrier 
for the transport of heavy weights, 
eyen of cannon from one mountain to 
another a little lower down. 

Now, in Tibet they do not try to 


build. bridges across the Mekong river, | 


but where there are high cliffs a cable 
is stretched to the other side of the 
river, and for a trifling fee the person 
who wishes to cross clings to a thick 
bark carrier and slides down, holding 
up his feet at the point where the wa- 
ter nears the perilous bridge. 

If he wants to cross back he must go 
farther up or down the river to a point 
where another cable is stretched from 
a high cliff to the other side, and again 
he performs the “slide for life.” 

This may not be a very comfortable 
way of crossing a river, but it is easier 
than swimming across, especially if 
there are rapids in the stream, and it 
is the favorite and cheap way of build- 
ing bridges among the 
New York Werld.
